Chattanooga, Tenn., November 50.— 
Annnouncement was made by South- 
ern faiload offcials here today of a 10 
per gent freight rate cut on carload 
lots.of commodities, to take effect some 
time in December. 

It*is proposed by the railroad to 
make the reduction apply to an exper- 
imental period of six months on car- 
load shipments of wheat, corn, oats, 
grains, flour and meal, hay, straw, 
alfalfa, unmanufactured cotton, tobac- 
co, cotton seed and products, except 
cotton seed oil and cotton seed meal;

TO ATTACKING 
AUGUSTA GIRL | 


Augusta, Ga., November 30.—(Spe. 
cial.) —John Lacey, a 16-year-old ne- 
gro, was lodged in the Richmond 
county jail tonight charged with as- 
sault on a young white girl. The 
negro confessed to police and news- 
paper men at police barracks prior 
to being taken to the jail. Lacey 
was caught tonight in the swamps 10 
miles from Jacksonville, S. C. 

Ed Powell, B. T. Davis and John 
Hazel, white farmers of near Bath, 
S. C., effected the capture. The ne- 
gro was rushed to Augusta and at 10 
o'clock was in solitary confinement 
at the local jail. 

Brought into the police station the 
negro answered all questions fired at 
him. In the course of the examina- 
tion he admitted the assault on the 
S-year-old daughter of a prominent 
Augustan on the afternoon of Novem- 
her 25 and also admitted having at- 
tempted to assault another smé&ll white 
girl about two weeks ago. 

The crime with which Lacey is 
charged was committed Friday after- 
noon in a garage of a local apartment 
house. Surprised in his act, the 
girl’s assailant ran. He was trailed 
to a dense swamp five miles from An- 
custa on the Carolina side of ‘the 
river, where, at nightfall, the pursuit 
was abandoned. Descriptions of the 
negro, however, were sent broadcast 
and resulted in his capture. 

Jailer Gary Whittle tonight stated 
that no one would be allowed to see 
the negro and that any attempt of a 
mob to take him from the jail would 
result in hloodshed to the attackers, 
No demonstration has occurred.

icy of the allies as regards reparations. 

Dr. Rathenau is supposed to be act- 
ing in the interest of the Wirth gov- 
ernment in an effort to propose pay- 
ments in kind as a substitute for the 
gold. installments for reparations 
which Germany hitherto has _ been 
obliged to pay at the expense of cur- 
rency inflation. It is hoped by Dr. 
Rathenau to persuade the allies to 
permit Germany to make the major 
part of her obligatory payments in 
chemicals, dyes, potash and other com- 
modities, thus obviating forced buying 
of foreign exchange and possibly, ul- 
timately an agreement similar to the 
Wiesbaden agreement.

of farming communities in some parts 
of the country for consumable goods, 
a simultaneous tendency to check 
somewhat the process of liquidating 
loans at banks. Nevertheless, retail 
business continues to improve, taking 
the country as a whole, and has been 
materially helped by the improvement 
which has taken place in employment 
conditions during the past few months, 

Improvement is also observable in 
wholesale trade, sales comparing fa- 
vorably with a year ago. Prices con- 
tinue to maintain a substantially sta- 
ble position. The federal reserve 
board’s index for October shows a 
recession of less than two points, and 
it is evident that the price changes 
which are now occurring do not rep- 
resent any extensive movement to- 
ward modification of the average 
level. 

Important financial developments 
have taken place during the month 
In addition to a general reduction of 
federal reserve discount rates, there 
has been a distinct tendency toward 
decline in the level of market rates 
both for short and long term funds. 
This bas been accompanied by a deé 
cided advance in the prices of bonds, 
and particularly of standard securi- 
ties. New offerings of capital issues 
have, in many cases, been readily ab- 
sorhed, and the general condition of 
credit has hecome easier. The one 
point at which financial conditions 
have shown little or no improvement 
is in foreign exchange, where the 
German mark has continued its down- 
ward movement while other European 
currencies have heen greatly unset- 
tled with only sporadic tendency to 
improvement.

Lessened Activity. 


The unsettling effect of a drop in |

The uncertainty manifested 
itself, however, rather in a hesitanty 
on the part of buyers to place new 
orders than in any immediate curtail- 
ment of mill activity. An examina- 
tion of cotton statistics makes it fi p- 


}parent that mill activity was _ sustain- 


ed during the month as consumption 
amounted to 494,745 bales in October, 
an advance of almost 25 per cent over 
the October figures of the preceding 
year. 

Activity in the southern mills con- 
tinues to be greater than in other 
sections of the country. In district 
No. 6 (Atlanta) mills’ generally 
throughout the district are operating 
on full time and seme are running 
night shifts, Cloth production ot 45 
mills reporting to the federal reserve 
bank of Atlanta showed an increase of 
3.0 per cent in yardage in October, as 
compared with September, and of 17.4 
per cent, as compared with October, 
1920. Cloth shipments os 4.0 
per cent for the month and 73.2 per 
cent over those for a year ago. Or- 
ders on hand at the end of the month 
had declined 5.2 per cent. but were 
28.4 per cent above those for the end 
of October, 1920..A majority of yarn, 
as well as cloth mills, are operating 
at full capacity or even running over- 
time, although reporting establish- 
ments said that a cessation of orders 
had foll)wed the recent drop in cotton 
prices. Yarn production in pounds for 
144 mills was 1.6 per cent less in Oc- 
tober than in September, but 33.6 per 
cent above the output during October, 
1920. Yarn shinments advanced 12.9 
per cent and 62.1 per cent. respec- 
tivelv, as compared with the preceding 
month, and with the same month a 
vear ago. Orders on hand were 5.4 
ner cent above those for the end of 
September. and 85.8 ner cent above 
the totals for the end of October, 1920, 

Increase in Billings. 

Reports from 35 of the 5 members 
helonging to the National Association 
of Cotton Fabrics show that during 
the month of October there was an in- 
crease in finished vards billed, the to- 
tal amounting to 105.286,414, as cpm- 
nared with 101,824,795 for Sententber: 
However, a drop in finishing orders 
received during the month was record- 
ed, the figure for October being 100,- 
909,965, as compared with 107,336,- 
429 for the preceding month. The 
percentage of average capacity in op- 
eration rose slichtly from 73 to 77 for 
al] districts, The average work ahead 
at the end of the month fell from 11 
to 10 days. 

There has been improvement in the 
manufacture of cotton hosiery in dis- 
trict No. 6 Atlanta) where 
reporting mills are operating at the 
rate of 80 to 100 per cent of capacity. 
The output of these mills is larger than 
for the same period in 1920. There 
has been a decrease in stocks cn hand 
and an increase of unfilled orders. 

A marked improvement in «mand, 
particularly for upper grades cf lum- 
ber. is indicated by the reports for 
October from the various districts.

REDUCED TO ABSURDITY... 

Councilman Sims, author of the 
ordinance intended to make it 
illegal for members of the black 
race to hear the Word of God even 
from the gallery of a white church 
or to receive instruction in white 
schools — which ordinance was 
promptly and properly vetoed by 
the mayor—took the position, fol- 
lowing the veto, that “there are 
white children in Atlanta attend- 
ing negro schools;” and, he said, 
“it is my purpose to appeal to the 
southern manhood in the city coun- 
cil and ask them to enact this 
ordinance over the mayor’s veto.” 

Superintendent Sutton, of the 
Atlanta public school system, !m- 
mediately denied that there was 
any intermingling of the races in 
the public schools of this city; 
whereupon Councilman Sims said 
his reference was to Clark univer- 


sity, a negro scpool. 

President King, of Clark univer- 
sity, promptly denied that any 
white youth were receiving in- 
struction in that institution; 
whereupon Councilman Sims said 
that, while it might be true that 
whites and blacks were not being 
educated together at Clark, it is 
true that negro students are re- 
ceiving instruction there from 
white teachers, and he took’ the 
position that he did not “see much 
difference between a white teacher 
as an instructor in a negro insti- 
tution and white children being 
taught with negro children.” 

Councilman Sims! position is anal- 
oguous to that of the wolf in the 
fable of the wolf and the lamb. 
The wolf wanted to eat the lamb, 
and, as @ pretext upon which to 
justify the slaughter, accused the 
lamb of muddying his drinking 
water. The lamb protested that 
the charge was preposterous since 
the stream flowed from the wolf’s 
position to that where the lamb 
stood; whereupon the wolf said 
that an ancestor of the lamb was 
guilty, and for that the lamb de- 
served death. The wolf was de- 
termined to kill the lamb and was 
equally determined to find an ex- 
cuse for the killing. | 

It has been clearly established 
that there is no such thing as the 
mingling of black and white chil- 
dren In any school In or around 
Atlanta, as at first charged by 
Councilman Sims. 

If there were such a thing, no 
ordinance of council would be re- 
quired to stop it, for there Is a 
specific state law making It Illegal 
for blacks and whites to attend the 
Same schools anywhere in this 
state—a law enacted some twen- 
ty-five years ago. 

As to white people teaching ne- 
groes how to be good citizens and 
assets instead of MIiabilities to 
their community, and how to guard 
against the drift toward paths of 
vice, and instructing them how to 
direct the members of their own 
race toward better service to them- 
selves, If white teachers and white 
preachers and white citizens gen- 
erally are not to do that, then who, 
in God’s name, Is to do the work? 

Carried to its logical conclusion, 
the contrary position would mean 
simply that the entire negro race, 
left to ite own resources, would 
drift helplessly backward; and this 
would mean inevitable injury not 
only to the black race, but to the 
white race as well! 

In matters of sanitation, health, 
decent living, etc., the members of 
the white race are directly Inter- 
ested In the development of high 
standards among the negro race. 

The germs of smallpox, of diph- 


-theria, of scarlet fever, of tuber- 


culosis, and of any other disease, 


| are no respecters of the color line,

‘yang ignorance among the negroes 
as to hygiene and sanitation is as 
great a menace to the whites as to 
the blacks of the community. 

All of that sort of {nstruction, 
togather with instruction along 
lines of morality and good citizen- 
ship, is part and parcel of the gen- 
eral scheme of community ad- 
vancement, the responsibility for 
which falls primarily upon the 
white race. 

The whole question inevitably 
reduces itself to the conclusion 
that the white race, in giving the 
black race what it can of the bene- 
fits of its thousands of years of 
civilization, teaching the negroes 
how to lead clean lives, how to 
improve themselves morally as 
well as physically—in short, how 
to develop good citizenship — is 
benefitting itself while at the 
same time helping the other race. 

If Councilman Sims is right, then 
all of the teachings of the Bibleare 
wrong; and all of the money and 
the time and the human sacrifice 
that have for all these years been 
spent in missionary work among 
the heathen races of the earth 
have not only been wasted, but ex- 
pended to an evil purpose! 

His argument, by the process of 
®limination, has been reduced to 
an absurdity; and, as we said in 
the course of similar comment a 
few days ago, this should be the 
last of it. 


SHOP AND SHIP EARLY. 

Today marks the beginning of 
the end of the holiday shopping 
season—the first day of the Christ- 
mas month. 


It should be a reminder to get 
busy at once and attend to Christ- 
mas shopping and shipping with- 
out further procrastination or 
delay. ‘ 

The necessity, to say nothing of 
the advantage, of early holiday 
shopping is obvious to any citizen 
who gives the matter considera- 
tion. 

It is of advantage to the mer- 
chants in that it relieves them of 
the nerve-wrecking hurry and rush 
that ordinarily features the clos- 
ing days of the holiday season, and 
it saves the employees of the stores 
from wear and tear. But the one 
who, most of all, is to be benefitted 
is the purchaser who, by shopping 
early, is relieved of the three-ring 
Circus crush and jam incident to 
the closing days of the shopping 
season, and when the goods re- 
maining of the holiday stocks have 
been manhandled and pawed over 
by thousands of earlier shoppers. 

As to the matter of sending 
packages through the mails or by 
express, this, too, should be at- 
tended to at the earliest possible 
moment. 

Early shipping means to postal 
and express clerks what early 
shopping means to the employees 
of the shops. Furthermore, it 
means avoidance of confusion at 
both the shipping point and desti- 
nation, and consequent reduction 
of the danger of mistakes, delays 
and miscarriage of parcels. 

From every point of view, and 
from the standpoint of everybody 
concerned, there is everything. to 
gain and nothing to lose by shop- 
ping and shipping early. — 
Conversely, there is everything 
to lose by putting it off until the 
last few days before Christmas.

the 1871 Files of 
CONSTITUTION

Atlanta’s system of public schools 
is just 50 years old. It will celebrate 
its half century of usefulness January 
1, 1922, the school term beginning 


with the year evidently in the old 
days. 
In thig time of school tria] and tur- 


mol, it might be well for those re- 
sponsible therefore to study this story 
of the first school board, the type o1 
men who gave their time freely to the 
cause and the general principles laid 
down by them for Atlanta’s educa- 
tion, : 

Here is the comment of The Con- 
stitution of November 28, 1871: 

“The board of education seems 
to be taking hold of the work of 
public education in earnest, and 
we believe we shall spon see a 
system of publie schools in suc- 
cesaful operation. They have 
wisely determined to at once es- 
tablish a high school, and thua 
from the beginning provide for 
scholars of all grades. We do 
not doubt that the board will 
place competent teachers in these 
schools, appointing those best 


qualified without partiality, fear 
or favor. 

“At a recent meeting of the 
board, Mr. Mallon, superintend- 
ent, was unanimously elected sec- 
retary of the board. We observe 
that the city council, at their 
meeting Friday evening, re-elect- 
ed Messrs. Blanchard and Hemp- 
bill, whose terms had just ex- 
pired, and appointed Messrs. Law- 
ry and Scruggs to the vacancies 
made by the death of Dr. O'Keefe 
and the resignation of Dr. Stout. 

“The board now consists of 
Hon, J. F. Brown, president; J. 
P. Logan, M. D., vice president; 
E. E. Rawson, L. E. Bleckley, 
John H. Flynn, L. P. Grant, D. 
Mayer, H. T. Phillips, W. ‘ 
Scruggs, W. A. Hemphill, 
Blanchard, J. Lowry, 

D. F. Hammond, mayor ex-officio, 
and B. Mallon, superintendent.

Loss and damage payments by - 
ways have reached a staggering total 
that causes an economic loss to the 
patrons by adding to the expense of 
operation. Since the railways have 
been restored to the management ot 
their owners strenuous efforts to re- 
duce these losses have been made. On 
the Central of Georgia the losses dur- 
ing 1921 have been lessened by °5 per 
cent from those in 1920. 
Railway shippers and consigness are 
asked to assist in continuing this good 
progress. “Perfect Package” month 
was one of the moves in this direction, 
Carload shippers are asked to insist 
upon being porvided with cars suitable 


for the particular kind of freight they 
desire to ship and to see that ship- 
ments are properly braced and sfowed 
in cars to prevent damage by shifting.

HEALTH TALKS 


BY WILLIAM BRADY, M. D. 


THE MICROBIAL THEORY. 

In so far as it applies to the causa- 
tion of those acute conditions of the 
respiratory tract known as “cold,” 
the microbial theory has arrived at 
this status: All the authorities ad- 
mit germs have something to do with 
these common conditions; some au- 
thorities insist that many of us carry 
various strains of bacteria which are 
capable of infecting us—that is, in- 
vading our tissues—only when our 
“resistance is lowered” by some in 
definite cause. This theory strikes 
me as far-fétched. Although we know 
from repeated demonstration that 
there are “carriers” of disease germs 
healthy enough themselves but cap- 
able of infecting others with typhoid 
fever, diphtheria, or in some in- 
stances perhaps, other diseases, there 
is neither evidence to support this 


notion of carriers of acute respira- 
tory infections nor any particular 
need for such a roundabout theory 
to explain the great prevalence of 
these conditions. 

Dr. A. L. Bloomfield, of Baltimore, 
learns that none of the common bac- 
teria found in the nose or throat have 
been shown to be the primary cause 
of acute respiratory diseases. The 
carrier theory would seem to fall for 
want of scientific support. 

But another scientific investiga- 
tion of the subject made by Dr. W. 
Kruse, who reported is observa- 
tions in Die Erreger von Husten und 
Schnupfen, Munchen, med, Wehnschr. 
61, :1547, 1914 (a snort and a couple 
of sneezes will get you over this all 
right if you're offa the language), 
proves that something akin to a 
virus present in the nose and throat 
of one who has an actual acute res-- 
piratory condition like coryza or sore 
throat will produce a similar condi- 
tion when conveyed to the nose or 
throat of a healthy person. Kruse 
passed nasal ‘secretion from persons 
with coryza and the like through un- 
glazed porcelain filters (which strain 
out visible bacteria, but permit ultra- 
microscopic organisms to pass 
through) and found the filtrate cap- 
able of producing a similar disease 


by inoculation. 

Persons with diseased tonsils, de- 
cayed teeth and other septic or un- 
clean conditions about the mouth, 
nose or throat, may become carriers 
and spread infection among their as- 
sociates for a considerable period 
following an acute’ respiratory in- 
fection of their own. 

But all of this pure science direct- 
ed toward the “common cold” prob- 
lem seems love’s labor lost. Time 
for us to begin to search for inno- 
cent carriers after we shall have con- 
victed the guilty distributors of such 
infections whose evil work is already 
too well known to all the world— 
persons coming down with, ill with. 
or just recovering from alleged 
“colds,” who persist in exposing to 
infection all who must come in con- 
{facet with them at work or at play. 
The carrieys, if any, can wait until 
we have the general public educaated 
concerning the communicability and 
the danger of the so-called common 
eold.

In the Saratov region, where 389,- 
000 peasants are listed as starving, 
even the children have been without 
food five days°and many persons are 
going mad, some being seized with a 
mania that they have plenty of bread. 
While in the summer many of the in- 
habitants subsisted on field mice, they 
are now reduced to eating cats, car- 
rion and grass, which only camels 
hitherto would eat. 

Dispatches to the Rosta, official 
news agency, say that many mothers 
are bathing their children in a poison- 
ous extract made from sbeep’s wool, 
pening, i will bring about their death. 

At Tashkend, Asiatic Russia, there 
is an increasing flood of refugees, ac- 
cording to radio advices. Two thou- 
sand persons are starving at the rail- 
road there and the daily deaths aver-

Of Charles’ Dash 


Chicago, November 30.—A_ plot 
nourished by American money was 
responsible for the ill-fated dash of ex- 
Emperor Charles and. his fiery bour- 
bon queen, Zita, to regain the throne 
of Austria, it was stated here Wed- 
nesday by Prince Rene, brother of the 
former empress. 

The prince charges Admiral Hor- 
ithy, regent of Hungary, and Arch- 
‘duke Frederick, father of Albrecht, 
Hapsburgs, with being the authors of 
the alleged plot. Both are ambitious 
for the throne, he said. 

“An American syndicate took over 
exploitation of the estates of Arch- 
duke Frederick, father of Albrecht, 
last September,” he said. “These 
estates are scattered all through cen- 
tral Europe and are valued at: $200,- 
000,000 


“This syndicate promised to try to 
recover estates which had been confis- 
cated by some of the allied govern- 
ments. Needless to say, this task 
would be made easier if a sympathetic 
government sat on the throne of Aus- 
tria and Hungary. Charles, head of 
the house of Hapsburgs, proved to be 
the stumbling block, as he declined to 
sanction the arrangement.

ALL EYES TURNED 
* ON IRISH PARLEY 


London, November 30.—(By the As- 
sociated Vress.)—AlIl government busi- 
ness is giving way tu the gravity of 
the Irish situation. Both government 
and Irish circles express the feeling 
that only a miracle can avert the col- 
lapse of the conference and a renewal 
ot warfare, 

It had been intended to hold a cab- 
inet council tonight to consider Ger- 
man reparations in connection with 
| the visit of Dr. Walter Kathenau, 
but this had to be postponed in order 
to permit the special cabinet commit- 


tee dealing with Irish affairs to hold | 
a sitting. Lord Birkenhead, due to’ 


speak at a political meeting in Liver- | 


pool, was obliged to stay in London, 
He sent a message of apology, ex- 
plaining that his absence was owing 
to “grave public affairs.” 

Premier Lloyd-George also wired to 
the meeting, explaining that Lord Bir- 
kenhead’s presence in London was 
“imperatively demanded by the present 
position of the Irish negotiations.” 

A spokesman of the Sinn Fein de- 


clared this evening that there was no 
intention on the part of the Sinn Fein | 
to alter its attitude regarding either | 
the unity of Ireland or allegiance to 
the crown. Representatives of the; 
Sinn Fein took pains to deny formal- 
ly the statement of a London paper 
that first, the Sinn Fein had consent- 
ed to agree to a plan whereby Ulster 
could contract with all-Ireland par- 
liament régarding her existing rights 
until, or unless she changes her mind; 
sécond, to form an allegiance “which 
eught to be satisfacfory to any B it- 
ish minister who is not purely a for- 
malist; third, the appointment of a 
boundary commission to delimit the 
present political and religious fron- 
tier of Ulster in order to distribute 
the populations between the north and 
the South on a more satisfactory basis. 

Regarding the suggestion that the 
government will propose a new scheme 
to Ulster, the Sinn Fein delegates say 
they are not concerned with it and 
refuse to share the government’s re- 
sponsibility for it. There was another 
session this evening of the British del- 
egates, but. nothing was toon 


as a result of it. 

“Whatever the result, Mr. Lloyd- 
a 
Downing street official said tonight. 

Resnecting this, it was stated at 
Sinn Fein headquarters that “such a 
move on the part of the premier would 
not be viewed with patience or with- 
out suspicion, for the reason that if 
Irish- American support was weakened, 
the auesiion of the premier’s visit to 
the United States, the Sinn Fein might 
be forced to modify its demands, upon 
which it feels now in-a position to 
persist.”
